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INTEODtrOTORY NOTE. 


TRA.ViLNCOUE {Mai Tirtbvithamhur) occupies tlie soiitli-’frest portion of tlio Mian 
Peninsula. It forms an irre^'ular triangle with its apes at Cape Comorin, and is situated he- 
tweeii if 4' and L0-' a2' Noi-tli Latitude and between 76^ 13' and 77^ 3S' East Longitude. It is 
bounded on tae north by the "^ativo State of Cochin and the British District of Coimbatore, on 
the east by the Districts of Madura and Tinnevelly and on the south and west by the Indian 
Ocean. Its extreme length rrom north to south is 174 miles, its breadth 75 inile.s and its area 
7,15.9 square miles. About two-thirds of the total area are hills and forests. A vast variety 
of trees, teak, blackwood, ebony, jack, angili, &c,, gi-ow in the forests, The olophant, tlio tiger, 
the leopard, the bison, the aambur and an. immense variety of small game are found. The South- 
West Monsoon beouns about the middle oi: Fidavom (May-June). The rainfall is generally heavy 
with thunderstorm?. Tlie Aorth-East Monsoon commences in the month of Thulam (Oct-Nov). 
Prom JaiuiaiT to Mav wJiich conatituto the months of the hot season there is intanso and 
oppressive heat. Race is the staple food of the people. 

The early history of Travaiicore is in great part traditional; but there is little doubt 
that the Eoyal family of Travancore is the modern representative of the Chera dynasty, one 
of the three great dynasties which esercised sovereignty over the countries south of the 
Dekkan. I'he petty chiefs who had subsequently set up as independent rulers within the 
State were all subdued and tho whole country included within its present boundaries was 
consolidated and brought under one rub during the reign of Eaja Martlianda Varma (1729-58). 
The English first settled at Aujengo, a few miles to the north of Trivandrum and built a fac¬ 
tory there in 1584. In. the wars in which tho East India Company were engaged in Madura 
and Tinuevelly in the middle of the 18th century, the Travanoorc State gave considerahlo 
assistance to the British anthorities. The Travancore Sajah'Was reckoned aa one of tho 
staunchest allies of the British and he was accordingly included in the treaty framed in 1784, 
between the East India Company and tho Sultan of Mysore. In view to protect the State from 
possible inroad by Tippu an arrangement was como to in 1788 mtb the Honorable the East 
India Company, and in 1795 a formal treaty was concluded by which the Company agreed to 
protect Travaiicore from all foreign enemies. In 1805 the annual subsidy to be paid by Travaii¬ 
core was fixed at Rs. 8 lakhs. This treaty, while it ensured to the State perfect and perinanent 
immunity from foreign aggression, secured for it the opportunity and the freedom to cultivate the 

His Highness tho Maha Rajah, Sri Padmaiiabha Dasa Vanchi Pala Sir Rama Yumiah 
Rulashekara Kiritapathi Manuey Sultan Maha Rajah Raja Ramaraja Bahadur Shamsher 
Jang, G. c. s. r., g. c. i. e,, Member of the Royal Asiatic Society, London, Officier De L' 
Instruction Publique, was born on the 25th September 1857 and ascended the Musnud. on the 
19fch August 1885. His Highness tho Maha Rajah is entitled to a personal salute of 21 guns. 
The Marumakkathayam law governs the succession. The present Senior Ranee. Seta Lekslimv 
Bayi (born 19th November 1895} and the Junior Ranee, Setu Parvatlu Bayi (born 8tli 
November 1896) were adopted into the famUy on the Slst August J900. 

The governmeat of the country is conducted in the name and under the control and 
guidance of His Highness the Maha Rajah. Tho Dewau is His Highness’ Chief Minister and 
responsible adviser, with whom the British Resident and the Heads of Departments correspond 
in all official matters. Tho several departmeuts are constituted mostly on the British model. 
Tho work of Lsgislation, which Until 1888 was conducted in the Htismi’ Office, is now entrusted- 
to 9 , Legislative Council brought into existence in that year, 



For purposes of land revenue administration, the State is divided into four divisions, each 
under the control of an officer called “ Dewau Peishiar,” who also exercises the powers of » 
District Magistrate. Each divisicu is divided into taints under the charge of Tahsildi.rs who 
are also Magistrates ex-officio. The taluk is subdivided into proverthies wliich constitute the 
ultimate unit for administrative purposes. The head of a proverthy is a Proverthicar. 

The population of the State according to the Census of 1001 was'1,952,157 (1,490,165 
males and 1,461,992 females). Hiiidnism is the predominantreligion of,ihe State and its iol owara 
constitute about two-thirds of the entire population (2,035,616), while Christians foj-ro about 
a fourth (697,887) and Mahommodans one-sixteenth (190,566). 






CHAPTER I. 



GESTEEAL AED POLITICAL. 


M. E, 1080 (Atjoust 1904—Anonsi 1905). 

1. In December 1904, in I'esponse to an invitation from H. H. the Bajab of 
Cochin, His Highness the Maharajah paid a visit to the sister State of Cochin and 
was accorded a cordial and magnificent reception. 

2. In February 1905, at the invitation of His Excellenoy the Governor, flis 
Highness the Maharajah visited Madras. His Highness was the guest of His Ex¬ 
cellency and received every mark of consideration and thoroughly enjoyed the trip. 

3. His Highness the Mahara.jah of Benares paid a visit to Travancore in March 
1905. His Highness and party travelled throughout this State as State guests. 
His Highness was given a hearty reception with all the honors due to his exalted 

4. On the 18th July 1905, His Highness the Maharajah left Trivandrum on 
tour to Oourtallam and after a stay of 12 days there returned to the Capital on the 
3rd August. 

5. To afford an opportunity to the people of expressing direct to the Government 
their wants and 'wishes and representing their views regarding the administrative 
measures adopted by Government from time to time, and to enable Government to 
learn at first hand how the action of Government affects the people and to have the 
benefit of their suggestions regarding the measures that may be necessary to promote 
administrative efficiency and to ameliorate tne condition of the people. His Highness 
the Maharajah was pleased to command that an Assembly under the name of Sri 
Moolam Popular Assembly should be constituted of the representatives of the land¬ 
holders and merchants in the country. The first session of the Assembly y/as held 
on Saturday the 22nd October and Monday the 'idth October 1904. Tlie members 
were selected by Government on the recominendation of the Division Peishkars, two 
representatives of the agricultural, trading and industrial intere.sts being chosen for 
each taluk. The Town Improvement Committees and some public bodies were also 
invited to send a member each. As the object of the Assembly is to elicit non¬ 
official public opinion. Government servants were declared ineligible for membership. 
The Detran delivered an address to the As.sembly regarding the working of the 
several depa.rtinents during the previous Mahihar year and the measures proposed 
to be adopted in 1080. The members brought before the Government the repre¬ 
sentations they had to make and were informed that the representations would be 
4uly considered. 













cause of great pecuniary loss to He lyots and of considerable delay in seftlement 
work was abolished. A. gen-Tal power of revision is, however, given to the superior 
officers of the department under which they can ri ctify on the spot any errors or 
irregnlarities which they might detect or which might be brought to their notice by 
the aggrieved parties. 

(3) The laborious process involved in the attempt to cliBOOver cases of escheat by 
tracing the title of the present occupant, of a piece of land back to the original registry 
holder of fifty or a hundred years ago, was dispensed with so far as the Settlement 
Department was concerned as it was found to be a source of great hardship .and lo.ss 
to the ryots, and it was decided that future cases of escheat should be dealt with by 
the Kevenue Department and the result communicated to the Settlemont Depart¬ 
ment for the issue of puttahs. 

(4) The settlement of viruthi or service inam lands which was another cause 
of delay was also entrusted to the Revenue Department. The system of levying 
vila.yarihnm which was a source of great hat'(i.ship to the ryots was done away with 
so far as tlie original holders or their descendants were concerned and a low rate of 
vilayartbain was fixed in the case of alienees or strangers. 

(5) The procedure in regard to the disposal of puduval or darkhast applications 
was sim]5Jified. The system of levying arrears of assessment from the date of entry 
in the register and also acreage value was abolished and the payment of a price for 
the land not exceeding five years’ assessment was laid down as a condition precedent 
to the registry of the land. 

(6) The registry of Poramboke land.g, which required constant references to the 
Revenae Department, was transferred to th|^ Department. 

(7) The whole department was re-organised on a satisfactory basis and in the 
place of the large number of ill-paid subordinates under the old system a well- 
remunerated and capable staff was provided. The excessive centralization by which 
all power and responsibility were concentrated in the head of the department and 
which had oonsideialily hampered work was done away with. The whole depart¬ 
ment was divided into Parties and each Party pnt in charge of a responsible 
officer styled Deputy or Assistant Settlement Peishkar with powers of control over 
the subordinate S'aff, subject to the general supervision and administrative control 
of the Head’of the Department. 

(8) A programme of work was drawn up for the guidance of the dppa.rtment 
under which tlie settlement of the whole State is expected to be completed within 
four years from the introduction of the new scheme. 

81. The operations of the department during the year extended over 19 taluks,, 
comprising the 15 taluks under settlement and the 4 so-called settled taluks, i;ia. 
Qnilon, Karunagapally, Heyyattinkara and Ambalapuzha, in which tlftre were arrears 
of work under various stages to be got through. 

32. The re-orga-nization of the department and the issue of notifications prelimi- 
• nary to the commencement of registration enquiries under the new scheme took up 

■nearly.fi»e months. I'he work under the new scheme was therefore actually started 
only from the 1st Medorn 1080 (13tli April 19U5) and was conducted during the 
last 4 months of the year under report. The total of survey numbers ■which 
85 newly appointed registering officers had to deal wi'h was 2,83,004 raiiffino- olip 
188 villages in the 15 taluks under settlement. Of this number 2,84,165 or §2 per 













56. The percentage o£ conviction in respect of cases and persons fell from 87 01 
rand 75’6 to 83'7 and 69.5 respectively, while the percentage of property recovered 
showed a satisfactory increase from 48-7 to 57'3. The average duration of inves¬ 
tigation rose from 6-6 days to 8'09 days in the eases charged and from IS'3 day.s 
to 14'6 days in the cases referred. The average duration of detention of prisoners 
also show'ed a alight rise from I’l days to 1-2 in the oases charged and from 1'2 days 
to 1-9 in the cases referred. Tho number of witnesses examined was 23,909 against

58. 1,101 cases were referred by the magistracy, of which 655 were returned 

as false, 602 of the latter being struck off by the magistracy. Tho number of cases 
referred by the Police was 1,106 of which 865 were sanctioned. 

69. The total^ number reported was 754 against 743. There were 394 accidental 
-deaths and 79 suicides—55 males and 24 females. 


60. The number of accidental fires rose from 186 to 239 and the value of pro¬ 

perty destroyed from Es. 23,078 to its. 45,058. The worst was one in Kuzhithuray 
where as many as 75 houses were bnrnt down. • 

61. The number of processes executed was 1,04,898 against 1,05,068. 

62. The number of escapes rose from 6 to 13; 11 were recaptured; one pri¬ 
soner who escaped from the Central Jail and another from the Mavelikaray station 
lock-up are still -at large. 

63. The number of known depredators on the register came down from 1,010 
to 870. 

64. Of 5,269 oases investigated, 112 were by Assistant Superintendents; 2,608 
by Inspectors and 2,529 by Head Constables.

67. The total nuinbor of factories in the State was 44 or one more than in 107!). S of 
these were in Alleppey, 4 in Quilon, 80 in the Tea and Coffee Estates on the High 
Eaiige and 2 in Vialar in the Shertallay Taluq opened during the year. Steam 
power was exclusively used in 10 factories ; in conjunction with oil Engine in 3; with 
water-power in 1, and with liund labour in 4; water power exclusively in 10; 
in cmijunction with oil Engine in 2; oil Engine alone in 10 and manual labour 
alone in 4. The total number of hands employed was 3501 inohiding 532 
women. The wages ranged from 4 chs. to 14 che. 4 cash, per head. The 
number of boys and girls employed was 1216, the wages ranging from 2 chs 
16 cash, to 7 chs. per head. The building accommodation and sanitary arrange¬ 
ments continued to he satisfactory. There were but a few accidents and these were 
of a trivia,!-nature. All the Tea factories at Peermade and the High Range were 
inspected once during the year by the Superintendent and Magistrate, Cardamom Hills. 
With very few exceptions they weie found satisfactory. Driving belts here and 
there needed protection which was ordered to be done. 


ARMS,, AMMUNITION &c. 

68. 164 permits were issued during the year for the import of rifles, gums, 

revolvers, gunpowder, cartridges, detonators, dynamite &c. All the" anus and 
ammunition were brought into‘the country either as personal effects by individuals 
privileged to carry arms or as articles of trade by licensed veiidoi s. 18 export 
permits to cover small consignments of sulphur and a few guns and cartridges carried 
for self-defence were issued. 112 licenses were granted for the maniifnoture or sale 
of arms, ammunition &o. Of these 74 were lor sale and the rest for manufacture. 
Tinder the Explosives Re,gulalion V of 1079, 7 licenses were issued for the po?.seS 3 - 
ion and use of explosives required mostly for mining or blasting purposes.

Original Jurisdiction. 

94. The institutions of the year numbered 19,988 ordinary suits and 19,759 small 

causes against 20,067 and 19,996 respectively in the previous year. Inclusive of 
arrears, re-admissions &o., the number for disposal was 28,685 ordinary suit.s and 21,184 
small causes, of'which 20,076 and 20,165 respectivelj' were disposed of. Though the 
disposals exceeded the institutions, tho out-turn of work formed only 80*69 per cent 
of the total number for disposal against 81*51 in the previous year. The disposals 
fell short of those of the previous year by 304 suits. Contested ordinary suits 
formed 37’89 and contested small causes 17*01 against 35*54 and 17*41 respectively 
in 1079. 43*77 per cent of the ordinary suits disposed of related to real property 

against 43*63 per cent, in 1079. The arrears rose from 9,197 to 9,628. Suits of 
more than one but less than two years* duration and those of more than two but 
less than three years’ rose from 452 and 1 to 943 arid 9 respectively. The average 
duration of the pendency of contested suits showed a slight improvement, 6 months 
and 4 days against 6 .months and 7 days in 1079, while that of uncontestecl suits 
rose from 1 month and 13 days to 1 month and 14 days. The aggregate value of 
the suits amounted to Rs. 31,57,255 against Es. 31,84,338, while the average value 
remained the same as in the previous year,. m., Rs. 79. 

95. The institutions of the year numbered 546 ordinary suits and 20 small causes Diatnot 
against 481 and 45 respectively in 1079. Inclusive of arrears, re-admissions, &c., 

fhe number for disposal was 969 ordinary suits and 28 small causes, of which 461 
and 17 respectively or a total of 478 were disposed of against 603 in 1079. The

REHISTHATION. 

102. The totalnnmber of instruments presented for registration rose from 1,80,445 
to 1,86,703, shewing an increase of 6,258 documents. The number of reEristry 
■offices remained the same as in the previous year, viz. 51, the average number of 
documents for each office being 3,661 against 3,538 in 1079. The aggregate value 
of the transactions rose from Bs. 3,93,39,478 to Ks. 4,16,87,215, and the average 
value from Es. 220 to Es. 225. 

Of the documents registered, 97 per cent, related to immovable property. Of 
tiiese, 48-9 per cent were of the value of Es. 100 and above, and 51*1 percent 
below Es. 100 against 49*2 and 60-8 respectively in 1079. 

103. The number of Wills registered rose from 190 to 205. Five Wills were' 
deposited in sealed covers. 

104. Inclusive of 14 documents brought forward from the previous year the total 
number for registration was 1,86,717, of which 1,86,582 were registered, 63 were 
refused registration, IS were returned to the parties on their application and 4 
were permanently impounded under the Stamp Eegulation, leaving a balance of 
50. Three of these were pending enquiry before Sub-Registrars and 43 before 
Division Peishkars in connection with questions of Stamp. Pour documents 
remained uncopied in Register books, having been admitted to registration at pri¬ 
vate residences on holidays at the end of the year. 98-8 per cent, ot the docuinents 
were registered on the day of presentation against 98-7 in 1070, The number of 
appeals preferred to the District Registrars was the same as in the previous yea-r 
viz. 24, o£ which 23 -were disposed of -within the year.

REGISTRATION OF JOINT STOOIC COMPANIES. 


107. The number of companies registered daring the j^ear rose from 6 in 1079 to 
26 ; one of these, the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals is maintainod 
hy Tolnntary contributions. Ten were companies with capital divided mlo sliarcs, 
their total capital amounting to Rs. 7,21,000. The remaining fifteen companies had 
no capital divided into shares, but consisted of members with guaranteed habdd-ios, 
their object being mutual help at times of marriage and death. The number ot 
worldng companies at the gnd of the year was 63 against 31, with an aggregate 
capital of Rs. 27,42,621 against Rs 20,21,621 in the previous year. The receipts 
amounted to Rs. 2055-ch. 2-c. 8 against Es. £58 in 1079.

108. Lieutenant W. D. Reid left the Brigade to rejoin his Reenmont and was 
succeeded in the command of the 2nd Battalion by Lieutenant J. F. 'Woodham of 
the 76fch Panjabis. Lieutenant J. C. Loch in command of the 1st Battalion proceeded 
to Europe on leave during the year. 

109. The Brigade consists of two battalions of Infantry and a detachment of 
Artillery. The strength at the close of the year was 1302. 16 men died during tlio 
year, 11 were invalided, 60 discharged &c. The 1st Battalion is armed with breech 
loading siDgie-barrelled carbines (converted sniders), and the 2ud Battalion with 
breech loading muskets (converted Martini-Heurys). The Artillery guns, in use 
with the Brigade are four 12-pounder howitzers and two brass muzzle-loading 3- 
pounders, and are fit and used for saluting purposes only. 

110. The Commaudant reports that the discipline of the Brigade was good. 
Rules were passed under Section 2 of Regulation VI of 1079, which provide for tho 
punishment of crime in tho Brigade. 

111. No enlistments were made in the new Battalion (the 1st at Pangode) during 
the year. The barracks for the 0. Company of tins battalion were completed and 
handed over during the year, "When brought up to final strength, the 1st Battalion 
will consist of six companies and the 2nd of ten, the latter being used for guarding 
and processions, while the Ist Battalion, better disciplined and trained, will form an 
effective arm of the Corps, to be drawn upon in emergencies for the quelling of 
riots &c. in the country.

173. The postage on parcels was in the interests of the public, reduced from 4 to 
3 ohuckroms for the first 20 tolas and 2 ch.s. for every additional 20 tola.s or frac¬ 
tions thereof. 

174. 13 cases of offences relating to the Anohal were prosecuted with, the result 
that two ended in conviction while in two others the offenders wei’o discharged, 
The remaining cases were pending when the year clo.sed. 

175. 23,313 covers were received in the Dead Letter Office against 19,844 in the 
year preceding. 171 covers bad neither name nor address. The value of liundi.s, 
stamp.s &c. found in covers opened and returned to the senders amounted to 
Es. 500-17-12 against 301 in 1079. 

176. As in the previous year, the hundi system was in operation in 94 offices. 

The maximum amount of a single hundi was raised from Rs. 300 to Bs. 500. 72,961 

orders for Es. 10,38,029 were issued and 72,652 orders for B.s. 10,.36,896 were paid. 
776 orders were refused acceptance by the payees and 105 were unclaimed. These 
were duly returned to the remitters. The receipts from the working of the transit 
boat agency including the fare charged on anohal parcels amemuted to Rs. 13,496 
against an expenditure of Es. 8,646 resulting in a saving of Ea. 4,850. 

177. The Superintendent visited 93 offices and travelled 1,376 miles spendin<r 72 
days in camp against 134 days in 1079. 

Arrangements for introduoing .service postage stamps are under consideration.

J. Gross Receipts and Expenditure. 

200. The receipts and expenditure for 1079 were given in last year's Administration 
Report as Rs. 1,02,01,853 and Es. 1,06,24,320, while the corresponding figures for 
1079 in the Statement appended helow are Es. 98,57,663 and Rs. 1,02,80,130. Some 
explanation is therefore necessary for the reduction of Rs. 3,41,190 on both side.s 
of the account. 

201. The sale of salt is carried on by Government Agency at uniform rites 
throughout the Stats at what are called Salt Bank.shall3 and the entire Side- 
proceed.s including duty were hitherto credited as Salt Revenue, while the cost 
price of salt at the local pans, cost of import of Bombay salt by sea, cost of inland 
transport to the BanksUalls and the cost of establishments therein maintained for 
conduct of sale were debited per contra to service payments under Salt Department. 
In my opinion the excise and import duties on Local and Bombay salt, fine.s, for¬ 
feitures, &o., should alone be credited as Salt Revenue, and refunds and drawbacks, 
if any, and the cost of establishment maintained for the protection and collection 
of .such duty, fines, forfeitures, should alone find place under service payments, 
the other items of cost referred to being debited under Debt Head as Salt Advances 
to be adjusted by the difference between the duty and the price at which salt was 
sold, and iny unadjusted balance at the end of the year being credited or debited 
to Government Account as profit or loss on sale of salt as the case may be. Since 
1080, this separation of the fiscal from the business portion of the Salt administration 
has been adopted, and the accounts of 1079 have been accordingly recast and 
entered in the accompanying Budget for facility of comparison. Hence the reduc¬ 
tion above refeiredto. 

II. Opening and Closing Balances. 

202. The year opened with abalauoeof Rs. 85,49,236 and closed with Rs. 77,83,718 
to the credit of Goverument resulting in a deficit of Rs. 7,95,518. The budget for 
1081 is also a deficit one, Rs, 8,26,200 being estimated as the probable deficit and 
Rs. 69,27,.5l8 as the closing balance. 

III. Financial Statement. 

203. The usual financial statement for the year, under report is appended in an 
improved foran. Detailed Consolidated Abstracts of Receipts and Disbursements in 
the form adopted iu British Account Offices together with a Balance Sheet are 
given for the first time in the App ndix Nos. XX (a) XK(b) and XX (o).

Customs and Marine were amalga¬ 
mated and constituted into a separate department styled the “Excise Department.” 
After all the other departments have also been taken up one after another and a

GEUEIIAL AND POLITICAL. 


M. B. 1081 (Aug-dst 1905— August 1906). 

On the 26th March 1906, Mr. Y. P. Madhava Bao, c. i. e., resigned the Defran- 
ship of TraYaaoore. Mr. T. Bajaram B,ao, Dewan Peishkar, Kevenue Settlement, 
was in charge of the administration during the remaining portion of the year. His 
Highness the Maha Bajah was pleased to appoint me Dewan from 1st Chingoni 
1082 (17th August 1906). 

2. ' During the year under report, Their Eoyal Highi!e.sses the Prince and Princess 
of Wales visited India. As it was not convenient to Their Royal Highnesses to 
visit Travancore, His Highness the Maha Bajah at the invitation of His Esoellency 
the Governor of Madras, proposed to meet Their Eoyal Highnesses in Madras. But 
xmfortunately His Highness was at the last moment compelled by ill-health to 
forego the honor. 

3i On the 6th May 1906, Setn Dehehmy Bayi, the Senior Eani of Travancore was 
married to M. E. Ey. Eama Varma Avergal, KoU Tampuran. 

4. It is gratifying to note that the Ranis have made marked progress in their 
studies. They are reported to be able to express their ideas very correctly in English. 
In. other subjects too they seem to have attained satisfactory results. Sanskrit is 
also being taught.

12. Owing to the failure of crops in some taluks, sanction was accorded as 
in the preceding year for the recovery of the paddy portion of the tax at the rate 
of lO ehuokrams per parah as a, relief to the ryots. 

The scheme for commuting payment of land revenue in kind into money 
payments, referred to in para 1,5 of the last year s report, wms sanctioned during 
the year. The ryots were given the option either to have their paddy 
tax commuted into cash at 11 chs. per parah, or to continue the payment in kind. 
The enquiries held by the Tahsildars in the several taluks showed that the ryots 
welcomed the change and final orders were issued at the close of the year to give 
effect to the scheme from the beginning of the current year. 

In connection with this scheme, opportunity was also taken to reduce' 
the number of kist instalments from 10 to 6, 3 for each crop, as a measure of 
relief to the hard-worked village establishments and a oonvenience to the ryots. 

As a result of these changes and the recent reforms in the Account system, 
the question of revising the village and taluk establishments has also been taken 
up and awaits decision along with the scheme for the maintenance of land records 
to 'which reference is made under “ Surveys ”. 

The revision of the existing rules regarding the procedure in cases of 
transfer of registry is also receiving attention. 

With reference to the remarks under “Eevenue Settlement and Land 
Eecords” in the G. 0. reviewing the report for 1080, it may be stated, 
that the real difficulty in the way of introducing the necessary reforms in the 
system of village accounts has hitherto been due to the fact that the survey 
and settlement records were not complete. Considerable amount of -work under 
sub-divisions and survey of puduvals has yet to be done, and settlement registers ■ 
are getting ready only now. With the advance now made in these directions,. 
the Durbar hopes to further improve the land revenue administration by reorganis¬ 
ing the staff, introducing new rules and simplifying the procedure wherever' 
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CHAPTEE III. 


PROTECTION. 


LEGISLATION. 

27. During the year under report there were three ordinary meetings o£ the 
Council. 

28. One Eegulation (I of 1081) was passed during the year to prowide for the 
prevention of glanders and farcy among horses. This was passed as an emergent 
measure under section 15 of the Legislative Council Regulation T of 1073, 
and was in force for 6 months. 

29. The following Bills were introduced during the year:— 

(1) Bill to consolidate and amend the Jaw relating to the Civil Courts in 

Travancore. 

(2) Bill to amend the High Court Eegulation I of 1067. 

(3) BOl to amend the Towns Conservancy and Improvement Eegulation 

III of 1076. 

(4) Steam-Boilers and Prime-Movers Bill. 

80. Permission to introduce the following Bills was given during the year:— 

(1) Bill to amend the Towns Conservancy and Improvement Eegulation 

HI of 1076. 

(2) Steam-Boilers and Priine-Movers-Bill. 

The Eeport of the Select Committee on the Planters Labour Bill was ‘ 
received during the year. The Criminal Procedure Code Amendment Bill intro¬ 
duced ill the previous year and the Steam-Boilers and Prime-Movers Bill were 
referred to Select Committees. The Principle of the Bill to amend the law relating 
to the Civil Courts not being afEnned by the Council when the same was discussed, 
the Bill was thrown out. The Charitable Endowments Bill as amended by the 
Select Committee was considered by the Council and the Bill was pending final 
reading when the year closed. 


POLICE. 

31. The sanctioned strength of the force was 1,740 against 1,738 in 1080. To 
meet the requirements of Devieolam, a Eirst Class Inspectorship was created and 
special concessions in regard to allowances, &o., were also granted to the Police 
stationed there. The actual strength on the last day of the year was 1,729. The 
effectrve strength after deducting the number employed in the reserve, jails, &g., 
was 1,416 against 1,417. This gives one policeman to every 2,084 inhahitants and 
to 6-007 square miles. 

32. There were 112 casualties against 90 in the previous year. Deaths and 
dismissals numbered 13 and 23 against 12 sard 16 respectively, while there were 20 
desertions or one less than in 1080. The departmental punishments, particularly 
the number of black marks, were rather high, such punishments having risen 
from 1,008 to 1,210 in the year under report. 




OHiPTEB 


33. 51 policemen were prosootited against 55 in the previous year. Of the 10 
men prosecuted by the department, 4 were convicted, but of the 41 who were 
prosecuted upon complaints laid before the Magistrates, only fl convictions were 
obtained, the'percentages of conviction being 40 and 14'6 respectively. 

34. The number of cases reported was 4,734 or 343 more than in the previous 
year. The total number for disposal inclusive of arrears was 4,835, of which 1,912 
were referred as false, 64 were transferred to the undetected list or taken on the 
file of the Magistracy and 2,757 were charged, leaving a balance of 112 cases against 
101 in 1080. The number of non-cognizable oases dealt with by the Police was 
1,268 against 1,280. 

35. The percentages of conviction in respect of cases and persons showed a 
satisfactory improvement, bemg 87'01 and 74‘5 against 83*7 and 69'5 respectively, 
while the percentage of property recovered fell from 67'3 to 42-09 or by 15 per cent. The 
average duration of investigation also fell from 8-09 days to 7-5 days in the cases 
charged and from 14-6 days to 14-1 days in the cases referred. The average dura- 
tion of detention of prisoners in the cases charged remained the same, ct>., 1-2 days, 
while it fell from 1-9 days to 1-4 in the cases referred. The number of ivitnesses 
examined was 27,360 against 23,909 in 1080. 

36. The marginal statement shows particulars of the graver crimes dealt with 
in 1080 and 1081. There 
was an increase .in the num¬ 
ber of cases reported under 
‘robbery,’ ‘house breaking 
and theft,’ ‘ cattle-theft ’ and 
‘ ordinary theft,’ -wdiile the 
number reported under ‘mur¬ 
der’ and ‘ culpa’ole homicide’ 
show'oda decline. 

There was an improvement in the convictions secured under all the heads 
except daeoity. The increase in the percentage of conviction was marked in the 
case of culpable homicide. The percentage of property recovered slioivcd an im¬ 
provement under robbery, while in lespeet'of daeoity, ordinary theft, house-breaking 
and theft, and cattle-theft, there was a decline which was m.arked in respect of 
the first two offences. 

Offences against property appear to have risen during the year, especially 
cattle-theft eases. 

During the year, 12 counterfeit-coin cases were taken up and handled. Of 
these 8 ended in conviction. 

37. 1,135 oases were refen-ed by the Magistracy, of which 848 were returned as 
false, 778 of the latter being struck off by the Magistracy. The numbers of cases 
refereed by the Police was 1,064, of which 857 were sanctioned during the year. 

38. The total number reported was 775 against 764 in the previous year. There 
were 698 accidental deaths and 91 suicides—56 males and 35 females. Deaths from 
murder showed a decline from 34 to 26. 

39. The number of accidental fires reported was 237 against 239 in the previous 
year. The value of property destroyed fell from Bs. 45,058 to Rs. 36,986. Three 
lives were lost in the fire in the Chaluppa village at Kaiamanai. 

40. The number of processes executed rose from 104,893 to 107,112.

41. Six persons escaped from custody against 13 in the previous year, and all of “f 
them were recaptured. 


42. The number of known depredators on the register rose from 870 to 883. It 
is hoped that they are efficiently watched.

103. During the year, 6 tracts aggregating 9 square miles and 170 acres were 
gazetted for reservation and 6 blocks with an area of 20 square miles and 600 acres 
were finally declared as reserves. The Vamanapuram Reserve which was under 








lOS. The sanctionecl allotment for the year -wa's Es. 19,OOO, of which Es. 4,284 
was set apart for works connected with the valuation survey of the Pulijara 
Beserve, leaving a balance of Es. 14,716 for other works. Estimates were sanctioned 
for Ss. 13,590. The actual e:spenditure incurred was Rs. 12,339—Es. .5,121 on 
roads and bridges, Es.

moval of timber numbered 207 against 150. Cases of damage to royal or reserved 
trees rose from 52 to 87. Cases of clearing of land in reserves numbered 53 
against 4S. 

110. The area under fire-protection was 1,930 against 1,904 square miles. The 
number of fire-watchers was raised from 128 to 138. The prolonged drought 
during the middle of the year made effectual flre-proteotion difficult, An area of 
58 square miles and 614 acres was burnt against 85 square miles and 289 acres 
in 1080. No serious damage to the forests is reported to have oocm-red during 
the year. 

111. The natural reproduction of the various species of trees is reported to be 
satisfactory. 

During the year 74'S acres were added to the teak plantations, including 12-50 
acres in Malayattur in which Para rubber failed. 80 acres which had been dibbled 
with teak in previous years have now been excluded as the whole of the teak has 
disappeared. The total area under plantations at the close of the year was 2,745-52 
acres—teak 2,531-32, rubber 66, thambagam 6 and o».suarma 142-20 acres.

It is gratifying to nets that the northern outlet road from the High Range, the 
construction of which was undertaken by the Kanan Devan Hills Produce Company 
under a special agreement with the Durbar was completed during the year i. e., 
more than one year before the stipulated time, and with a oonsiderahle saving in cost. 
On the improvement of the Kqttayam-Knmili road, an espeuditure of Rs- 28,534 
was incurred during tlio year, which, added to the outlay in previous years, makes 
up a total expenditure of Rs. 6,16,018 against an estimate of Rs. 5,46,000. A sum of 
Rs. 12,377 was spent on the Vaikom-Qdayamperur road on which, the Chief Engineer 
states, all work except one landing ghat is finished, the total outlay up to date being 
Es. 65,440. 

130. As will be seen from Appendix XVIII, much useful work was done in the way 
of constructing new and restoring, old and decayed bridges, especially in North 
Travancore. One of the important bridges under construction is the bridge over- 
the Periyar on the 60th mile, Kottajam-Kumili road, which consumed Rs. 24,596 
during the year and about Es. 76,000 up to date. The original estimate for the work 
was Rs. 62,400. This has been already largely exceeded and a further revised 
estimate is awaited. 

131. Under the head of canals, the outlay during the year amounted to 
Rb.

OHAPTEB ?. 


174. The accounts from aU the treasuries have been received regularly and 
compiled and published monthly by the Central Account and Audit Office. A 
detailed account of the income and the expenditure is given in the Appendix with a 
statement of assets and liabilities. 

175. Some points of interest in the year’s administration of finances will 
now be mentioned. The publication of the new Civil Service Regulations and 
the introduction of new methods of account necessitated the issue of detailed instruc¬ 
tions on various matters. 

176. The rules regulating the amount of pensions and batta allowanoea have been 
relaxed in their application in some oases and modified in others as required. Sanc¬ 
tions, refusals and advices of leave entailed much correspondence and delay, and 
instructions have been issued to minimize them. Instructions have also been issued 
to reduce tbe work of reporting returns from leave and transfers of charge. 

177. The system of payment from treasuries on orders and receipts instead of on 
presentation of formal hills containing the claims and the details has been disconti¬ 
nued. The payment of contingent abstracts, of grants-in-aid to schools, of petty con¬ 
struction and repairs of public offices, of interest on Security Deposits, of claims in 
arrears for more than six months, and adjustment of cost of supplies from one public 
department to another have been facilitated.

VITAL STATISTICS, VACCINATION 

AND 

MEDICAL SERVICES. 


Sanitanj Statistics — General. 

178. Tlie number of births registered was 41,82-5 against 68,657 in the preTioiis 
year. The birth rate was 14'34 per milk against 19'89 in 1080. 

179. The deaths recorded were 31,740 against 42,243 in 1080, which shows 
a death rate of 10-88 per milk against 14-83 in the previous year. 

180. The infantile deatlis registered -were 3,2-32 against 5,870 whic-h gives 
an average of 77-27 per milk of registered births against 100-22 in 1080. 

The births and deaths recorded were lower than in the previous 
year. The Sanitary Commissioner attributes this to want of supervision and co¬ 
operation on the part of the revenue authorities. The Dewan Peishkars have 
been asketJ to submit proposals for improving the existing arrangements for the 
proper maintenance of birth and dearh reo-isters and the regular submission of 
returns by the village establishments. 


181. The statement in the margin gives the deaths from various causes as compared 
with 1080. Cholera did not prevail in an epidemic 
form during the year under report. There was an 
epidemic of small-pox at Peermade and in the 
Parur taluk, the disease having spread from the 
surroimdiug British and Cochin -plages. Dur¬ 
ing the year, snake bite out-fits devised by Sir 
Lawder Brunton were supplied to all vaccinators and 
conservancy' overseers. Sixteen oases of snake-bite 
were treated and all of them -were suooessfully 



Vaecmation. 

182. The total number of vaccinations 1,58,661 against 1,65,655 in the previous 
year. Cases of primary -vaoomation and re-vaccmation numbered 1,38,649 and 
20,012 respectively against 1,32,020 and 23,685 in 1080. 

The average cost of each successful vaecmation was 4 chs. 3 cash against 
4 chs. 6 cash. 

' The number of oases verified by the inspecting staff was 54,335 against 
49,926. 

183. 8,932 infants were snooessfully vaccinated during the year against 18,731 
in 1080, the percentage to registered births being 18-88 against 28-53. 

184. 88,660 grains, of paste were manufactured during the year. The rates of 
success in primaiy vaccination and re-vacoination were 92-10 and 67'3'2 against 93-35 
and 7497 respectively in 1080.

the operations were attended with success. Several oases belonging to the Palace 
dairy farm, sick elephants from the P- W., the Panivagay Maramut and fie- 
venue departments, bullocks belonging to the Trivandrum Town Conservancy and a 
few sick animals in the Zoological Gardens were attended to. 

In the early part of the year under report, there was a slight out-break 
of glanders in the Town. Precautionary measures were promptly taken and Begul. 
ation I of 1081 (enforceable for 6 months) was passed for dealing effectively with 
such oases. 2 horses and 5 ponies which on examination were found to be affected 
were destroyed. A small staff has since been continued for the regular inspection 
■ of the hackney stables in the town. 

The income from fees amounted to Rs. 113-3-8 against Es. 141-26-13 in the 
year previous.

EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT. 


201. Tlie number of Governmeut schools during the yenv was 456 and the 
strength 5 ?,999 as against 450 and 53,473 during the previous year. The nuiaber 
o^ schools decreased by 4 while the number of scholars rose by 525. The decrease iii 
the number of schools is due to the amalgamation of Primary Schools with 
Middle >Schools in the same locality. 

Private aided schools rose in number from 1,117 to 1,207 and in scholars from 
61,471 to 67,351. There was thus an increase of 90 schools and of 5,830 scholars. 
The new schools brought under the aided system were private unaided schools 
during the previous year. 

Private unaided schools fell from 2,054 to 1,776 and the strength from 81,055 
to 72,096. There was thus a decrease of 278 schools and of 8.959 scholars. It will 
be evident from the steady addition to the number of aided schools year after ^ear, 
that every attempt is being made to bring under departmental control as many private 
schools as conform to the rules of the department. 

Of the total uumber under instruction 27‘9 per cent, were in Governmeut 
schools, 34-S in private aided schools and 37’3 in private unaided schools as against 
27‘3, 0l‘4 and 4P3 respectively during the previous year.

it will be seen from the above statement that Pulayas, Pariahs and Vedars 
have shown satisfactory increase in the number of pupils under instruction, while 
the other three have shown considerable decrease. This is mainly due to the wander¬ 
ing habits of these classes and the nature of their professions. The number 
under instruction can therefore be only fluctuating. 

All the schools under this head are receiving full salary grants aud the amount 
expended for the purpose during the year was B.S. 21,3(10 as against Es. 17,124 during 
1080, the increase being Es. 4,236 per annum. No fees are levied in these schools. 
There were three aided night schools under the management of European Planters 
for the benefit of the children of coolies, receiving a grant of Ks. 318 per annam 
from Government. The attention of Inspectors of Schools has been drawn to the 
desirability ^ of encouraging the opening of more schools of this kind for the benefit 

Moks 204. The 4 schools established specially for- the training of teachers from the 

taSid backward-classes contained a strength of 66 students of whom 26 passed the Primary 
oidssM. Normal Test complete and 2 the theoretical portion alone. All these have been' 
given employment in backward class schools. A fresh hatch was taken in their 
stead and are undergoing training in the said schools with Government stipends.
